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The series of reports on births, marriages and deaths in 
Provicence was begun in 1855 and continued for sixty-one years 
Er oreh 1915, During the next four years it was impossible to print 
any report. The Sa ence requires the report for any year tG—vEe 
in print by April 1 of the succeeding year unless special authority 
is granted and this could not be eeeo ine Mm antiquated reg1s- 
tration law; which happily has now been brought up to date, precluded 
the early tabulation of births and the inability of the printer to 
obtain adequate help under war conditions helpec to make the publi- 
cation of a report impossible. : 

In 1919 the printing of a report was commenced, but it could 
MOG completed until 1920 and is designated as the Sixty-second 
to Sixty-sixth Report, It ls very meagre but contains the funda- 
_ mental tables of deaths by caus, sex and age and of deaths . 2 
and season, for each of the ge fear e 1916 to 1920, as well 
several other important tables of deaths for these years. Most of 
the tables of marriages for the five years were included, as well 
as the tables of infant mortality. The very useful tables called 
"Wotes on Causes of Death," which had been printed for so many years, 
had to be omitted. 

The present report, nominally for the year 1921, contains also 
the notes on the causes of death for the five years, 1916-46 2920; 
and the usual tables of births covering the same period, as well as 
the general summary of births, marriages and deaths. 

Aithough these two reports are unsatisfactory in arrangement 
and in typography, they do render available material Similar to that 
in the earlier registration reports and which it is difficult to 


obtain for so long a period for other American cities, 
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BIRTHS. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


The great delay in preparing the Registration Report is due en- 
tirely to the difficulty in obtaining the record of births. The 
method by sending enumerators from house to house twice a year 
in accordance with the State law, has been shown to be defective, 
and this is supplemented by reports which are obtained from 
physicians attending births and from clergymen who baptise 
infants. This year these reports were not all obtained, com- 
pared, verified and arranged for recording until the first of May, 
so that the actual work of recording and making the tables could 
not be begun until that time. The enumerators are paid fifteen 
cents for each return and the clergymen and physicians are paid 
ten cents. In 1892 there were 3,527 returns obtained by the 
enumerators and 3,748 returns from physicians and clergymen. 
Many of these latter returns were duplicated in the different lists, 
but of these 3,748 births returned 479 were in addition to those 
returned by the enumerators. The total number of births occur- 
ring in the city of Providence during the year 1892, of which 
record has been obtained, is therefore 4,006, of which number 
2,004 were males and 2,002 were females. This includes living 
births and still births. The total number gives arate of 29.02 
per thousand in a population of 138,000, or one in 34.47. There 
were also reported by the enumerators 169 births which occurred 
outside Providence. The parents of these children had recently 
become residents of the city and the statute requires that such 
births shall be recorded separately from those occurring in the 
city. These do not enter into the calculations of this report. 
In previous years such births have been not only recorded but 
reckoned in the tables, because it was believed that they no more 
than counterbalanced the number of children born in the city but 
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removed before the enumeration. The substraction of these 169 
births makes the increase of the births in the city during 1892 » 
over the number in 1891 seem less than it really is. Of the 
total number of 4,006 returns 62 were so imperfect or were 
obtained so late that they are not included in the tables. The 
total number entering into the tables is therefore 3,944. 

In table I. is shown the number of children born in each ward, 
and in the whole city, in each month and quarter of the year. 
Also the number of children of each sex, in the city, and the 
number and sex of the colored children.

The 1,195 children whose parents were both born in the United 
States were 30.30 per cent. of all the children born during the 
year; this was 1382 less children of this class than in 1891, and 
3.29 per cent. less. There were, in addition to these, 405 chil- 
dren whose fathers were born in the United States and the 
mothers in some foreign country ; and 1 whose father was born in 
this country, the mother’s birthplace being unknown ; there were, 
therefore, 1,601 children of American fathers, or 40.59 per cent. 
of all. There were also 365 children whose fathers were foreign 
and the mothers American; and 52 where the mother was Ameri- 
can, thé father’s birthplace being unknown; a total of 1,612 
children of American mothers, or 40.87 per cent. of all. The 
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children of the two classes of mixed parentage numbered 770, or 
19.52 per cent. of all the children born during the year; 24 more 
children and 0.64 per cent. more than in 1891. The children of, 
purely foreign parentage in 1892 numbered 1,885, or 47.79 per 
cent. of all; 89 more children, and 2.34 per cent. more than the 
same class in 1891.

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In 1891, for the first time, the statistics as to the number of the 
child and the age of the mother were distinguished according to 
parentage, but there were nine cases where the nativity of the 
mother was not stated; also there were four cases, two of Amer- 
can mothers and two of foreign mothers, where the number of the 
child was not stated. In 1892, the nativity of seven mothers was 
unknown. In all the tables on this subject, therefore, the statis- 
tics are imperfect, and the number of children does not correspond 
with the total number born. 

The number of jirst children in 1892 was 1,077, or 27.28 per 
cent. of the 3,944 children born during the year; this was 40 
more children and 1.03 per cent. more than in 1891. In the 
thirty-eight years, 1855 to 1892, there were 88,585 children born ; 
of this number, 22,190, or 25.05 per cent. were the first children 
of their mothers. 

Average Number of Childrento Hach Mother. There were forty- 
two twin births in 1892; the number of mothers, therefore, was 
3,902, but in tables VI. and VII. the number of mothers for 1892 
is given as only 3,895 (because of the defective statistics men- 
tioned above) ; these 3,895 mothers had borne in all 12,979 chil- 
dren, an average of 3.33 children to each mother; the average 
number of children to American mothers was 3.07; to foreign 
mothers, 3.51. 

The following table shows the average number of children to 
each mother in the thirty-eight years, 1855-92; the statistics are 
given by periods of five years from 1855 to 1889; for 1890, 1891 
and 1892 they are given by parentage so far as this could be de- 
termined :

The average age of these 73,851 mothers is 28.92 years. This 
is 0.31 years more than the average age of the mothers of 1892, 
which was 28.61. ‘The average age of American mothers in 1892 
was 28.07 years; of foreign mothers 28.99 years. The average 
age of the mothers for the period above mentioned is 5.67 years 
more than that of the brides for the last 37 years. The average 
age of the mothers for 1892 is 3.15 years more than that of the 
brides of the same year.

THIRTY-EIGHT YEARS’ SUMMARY OF PLURALITY BIRTHS. 


In the thirty-eight years, 1855 to 1892, there were 1,024 cases 
of plurality births in Providence; 1,014 of twins; 9 of triplets ; 
and 1 of quadruplets. 

Sex. Of the nine cases of triplets, in one case, all the children 
were males; in five cases, all were females; and in three cases 
there were two male children and one female; making 9 male and 
18 female children in the nine cases. 

In the case of the quadruplets, all the children were males. 

In the 1,014 cases of twins, there were 341 where both children 
were males ; in 341 both were females; and in 332 cases there was 


one male and one female child; in all 1,014 male, and 1,014 


female children. 

In the 1,024 cases of plurality births, there were 1,027 male and 
1,032 female children; a proportion of 100.5 females to 100 
males ; or 50.12 female and 49.88 male children in each 100 born. 

Color. In the cases of triplets and quadruplets, the parents 
were all white; of the 1,014 cases of twins, in 946 the parents 
were white, and in 68 they were colored. | 

Parentage. Of the triplets, in one case the parents were both 
American ; in five cases, both were Irish; in one case, both Ger- 
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man ; in one the father was English and the mother Irish ; and in 
one, the father Scotch and the mother Irish. ‘There was but one 
American mother in the nine cases. 

Of the quadruplets, the father was American, and the mother 
British-American. 

The parentage of the 1,014 cases of twins is shown in the fol- 
lowing table, the first letter indicating the birth-place of the 
father, the second that of the mother:

were American; 375, or 36.98 per cent., were Irish; and 237, or 
23.37 per cent. were of other foreign nations. In the 1,024 cases 
of plurality births, 403 mothers were American ; this was 0.97 per 
cent. of the 41,570 American mothers who bore children during 
the 38 years, 1855 to 1892; 621 mothers were foreign, which was 
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1.36 per cent. of the 45,664 foreign mothers who bore children 
during the same period.

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Of the 1,024 cases of plurality births during the thirty-eight 
years, the 331 of American parentage were 32.32 per cent.; the 
552 of foreign parentage were 53.91 per cent. ; the 69 with Amer- 
ican fathers and foreign mothers, 6.74 per cent. ; and the 72 with 
foreign fathers and American mothers, 7.03 per cent. 


Illegitimacy. The number of illegimate births recorded in Prov- 
idence in 1892 was 65, or 1.65 per cent. of all the children born 
during the year. The actual number was undoubtedly greater 
than this, as the method of obtaining records by enumerators is 
less likely to secure accurate information on this than on any 
other point. 

Thirty-six of these births occurred at the Providence Lying-In 
Hospital. 


In 54 cases this was reported as the first child of the mother, in 
five cases the second child, in two cases the third, in one case the 
fifth, and in two cases the sixth, and in one case the eighth child.

Bride and groom born in the same country. There were 745 
marriages in 1892 where both bride and groom were natives of 
the United States ; 46.80 per cent. of all the marriages during the 
year. ‘This was 72 more marriages and 1.57 per cent. more than 
in 1891. In 186 marriages, or 11.68 per cent., both parties were 
natives of Ireland; 48 more marriages and 1.68 per cent. more 
than in the preceding year. In 75 marriages both parties were 
natives of Great Britain; this was 14 less than in 1891; in 17 
both were born in Germany; in 21 cases both were French- 
Canadians, and in 16 both were natives of other British Provinces. 
In 39 cases both were born in Portugal or the Western Islands, in 
46 both in Sweden or Norway, and in 38 both in Italy. There 
were 19 marriages in which both parties were natives of countries 
not named in the table; some, but not all of them, marrying 
natives of the same country. 
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Bride and groom born in different countries. The whole number 
of grooms born in the United States was 900; of these 155. or 
17.22 per cent., married foreign women. Of the 913 brides born 
in the United States, 168, or 18.40 per cent., married men of for- 
eign birth. Of the 239 grooms born in Ireland, 58, or 22.17 per 
cent., married women of some other country; of the 269 brides 
born in Ireland, 83, or 30.85 per cent., married natives of some 
other country than their own. There were 144 grooms who were 
natives of Great Britain; 69 of them married women of other 
nationalities.

Nativity and Residence. There were in 1892, 125 marriages, or 
7.85 per cent. of all, in which both parties were natives of Provi- 
dence. There were besides, 133 marriages where the groom only 
was born here; and in 236 the bride only. This gives a total of 
618 persons married here during the year who were natives of the 
city ; this was 19.41 per cent. of the 3,184 persons married during 
the year. 


In 193 marriages, or 12.12 per cent. of all, both parties were 
non-residents of the city; this was 4 less marriages and 1.12 per 
cent. less than in 1891. Of these 193 marriages there were 102 
where both parties were from outside the State; in 82 both par- 
ties came from Massachusetts ; and in 10 others one of the parties 
was from that State. But the number of marriages of non- 


residents has decreased since the change in our marriage law, 
July, 1881. 


Marriage Licenses. There were 1,708 marriage licenses issued 
in 1892 from the office of the City Registrar; this was 116 more 
than the number of marriages during the year. These two num- 
bers never correspond exactly ; see Report for 1886, page 26.

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DEATHS. 


The number of deaths reported in Providence for the year 1892 
was 2,964, which was 334 more than in 1891. The number of 
male decedents was 176 more, of females 158 more; whites 321 
more, colored 13 more; natives of United States 152 more, of 
foreign countries 183 more; of American parentage 96 more and 
of foreign parentage 236 more; unknown, 1 less. The nativity 
of 4 decedents and the parent nativity of 2 were not stated. 


The population of Providence for July 1, 1892, was estimated 
at 148,000.* In the following table the number in each class is 
calculated by assuming that it formed the same percentage of the 
total population that it did in 1890 as shown by figures sent 
through the courtesy of the Superintendent of the Eleventh 
Census :

The rate of mortality in 1892 was 2.00 more than in the preced- 
ing year. During the thirty-seven years from 1855 to 1891 
inclusive, there were 62,274 deaths in Providence, giving an 
average annual death-rate of one to each 50.48 of the population, 
or 19.81 deaths in each 1,000 living. The death-rate in 1892 was 
therefore 1.67 more than the average for the thirty-six preceding 
years.

Table XVIII. shows the relative mortality at different ages and 
seasons. Of the 801 American decedents in the third quarter, 
121, or 40.20 per cent., were less than a year old. The whole 
number of American decedents under one year was 290; the 121 
who died in the third quarter were 41.58 per cent. of this number. 


Of decedents of foreign parentage, the number in the third 
quarter was 525; of these, 161, or 30.67 per cent., were less than 
one year old; the whole number of foreign decedents of this age 
was 348 ; the 161 dying in the third quarter of the year were 46.26 
per cent. of the whole number. 


Causes of Death. Table XIX. gives the number of deaths in 
Providence in 1892 from each cause stated, and in each division of 
ages ; also the number of decedents from each cause, according to 
sex and parentage ; the percentage of deaths from each cause, of 
the whole number from known causes, and also the number 
of deaths from each cause to 100,000 of the population.

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NOTES ON THE CAUSES OF DEATH. 


DuRING THE YEAR 1892. 


These notes are in explanation of the facts given in tables 
XIX. and XX.; there are also given additional statistics, and 
comparisons with the statistics for the thirty seven years, 1856 to 
1892. 

The percentage of deaths from the different causes has always 
been reckoned on the number of deaths from known causes. 

The number of deaths in Providence in 1892 was 2,964; of 
these there were 14 cases, or 0.47 per cent., where no cause of 
death could be determined or recorded; the number from known 
causes, therefore, and on which all the percentages are reckoned 
was 2,950. 

In the thirty-seven years, 1856 to 1892 inclusive, there were 
64,247 deaths in Providence ; 676, or 1.05 per cent., for which no 
cause was given, the number from known causes being 63,571. In 
the 53 years, 1840 to 1892 inclusive, there were 77,392 deaths ; of 
1,678 or 2.17 per cent., the cause was not stated ; the number of 
deaths from known causes in this period being 75,714. 


Abscess. The number of deaths from abscess in 1892 was 7, 
the same number as in1891. The location of the abscesses was as 
follows: 3 pelvic; 1 psoas; 1 hip; 1 ovary; 1 face and brain.

The lowest annual percentage of deaths from bronchitis in the 
37 years, was 0.34 in 1862; the highest 5.02 in 1892, and next to 
the highest 4.65 in 1890.
